In our third annual exhibit, for 
example, we had on display a land­ 
scape. 
“The 
W hitewater 
Valley” , 
painted by our own T. C. Steele of 
Indianapolis. It was a scene in our 
own river valley some miles below 
us. We ought to have been familiar 
with it. The Board 
of Art Associa­ 
tion wanted to buy the picture, but 
did not have money enough. So we 
tried to interest the people in it in 
jthe hope that they might like it well 
enough to help out w*ith the money. 
Their comments 
were 
interesting. 
They all seemed to think it ought to 
he all right if Mr. Steele painted it. 
Most of them said it was beautiful. 
Some of them frankly thought it was 
not. But they 
Invariably 
said. "I! 
never saw anything 
in nature that; 
looks like th at.” We might have giv-j 
en them that famous retort. “ Don’t 
you wish you could!” but we did not 
feel that way, and thought we could; 
afford to wait. We got the money, 
and bought the picture, and waited. 
Each >*ear it hanes in our exhibit, 
and each year many come and say. 
“ We have seen for ourselves. 
The 
shadows in the W hitewater 
valley 
are more purple and the atmosphere 
more hazy than the 
artist 
dared 
paint them .” So we have 
learned 
what Browning 
meant 
wrhen 
he 
wrote, “ We love first, when we see 
them painted, things we have passed 
perhaps a hundred times, nor cared 
to see.” 
Books have been written 
about 
how* to look at pictures. We have 
had the rare opportunity of observ­ 
ing how the same people do look at 
pictures year after year— our neigh­ 
bors. friends, and acquaintances. We 
know* what they feel, think, and say. 
The unconscious joy of the children, 
the keen, wide-awake

girls, the critical

of the

traveler, the appreciation of real art- 
lovers, the tears of sensitive, h u n ­ 
gry souls, and the growth in Intel­ 
ligent appreciation for the art ex­ 
hibits seem greatly worth while.

er and greater things being accom­ 
plished for art, as for example their 
unique new high

eration of children may 
grow

under Its Influence. Perhaps by that 
time we can know the full value of 
such influence and can write a book 
about how people look at pictures. 
Art holds out to well-ordered h u ­ 
man beings legitimate and infinite 
sources of happiness. 
The works of 
art brought to Richmond by the Art 
Association furnish to our people a 
high kind of pleasure which other­ 
wise would be left out of their lives. 
It is something to have made that 
possible in one small city.
